A comparison might also be made with 
the much-maligned Victoria ft Sidney 
railway, with a length of only sixteen 
miles and which has to depend almost 
entirely for Ita receipts on the traffic 
ari sin g in the country trtbutary to the 
northerly eight miles, fhaf on the 
southern end reaching 1 the city In near- 
UTil! caa^'W^' ^S A^kgon roads. ' 

The government returns for the same 
year show the gross passenger receipts 
or this line to have been 112.583. or 1788 
per mile, and for freight $13,756. or $ttl 
per mile. Applying this calculation to 
the Canadian pacific mileage In British 
Columbia and making the same deduc¬ 
tions for excess, charges for the length 
of time the railway has been In opera¬ 
tion. the loss to the people of the pro¬ 
vince would have been $8,528,800, a very 
considerable sum.

How romes It that 
these children of lu year* are roaming 
the streets at night? What are their par¬ 
ent* thinking about to allow «uch lastly? 
People who inarry and bring children Into 
the world should not think that their re¬ 
sponsibility is over. These young ones 
need more than meals and clothing, they 
want the discipline and example of the 
home life. Do they get It? Are tho 
fathers spending their' time card playing 
or at the saloons? Are the mothers at¬ 
tending philanthropic meetings half the 

week?_Is money the Ood. and are tho 

children sent out nightly selling papers 
to augment tba income depleted through 
bad management? 

Have the children a real home, or la it 
that, f inding no on* at home, they take 
to the streets? Little lads of 10 should be 
in bed at 8 o’clock, and the mother, If she 
fa worthy of the name, should have it so. 
Victoria la certainly noted for its large 
percentage of these Jellybys who seem to 
Ignore their own duties and *busy them¬ 
selves about other matters from which 
they could be excused. Hence the result 
In question. The Isds are practically 
parentless and homeless, and the guard- 
Ians of the law have to step In and under- j 
take the neglectrd work ofthe reputed 
parent. We must not imagine that the 
police or tho magistrate are coveting 
these cases, but private property must be 
protected. So fathers and mothers at¬ 
tend. to your duties, do not let your little 
lads be able to say: “Ob. if mother had 
only kept us off-Yhe street.’* or “If father, 
had been home." etc. There are still 
crowd* of children going to the bad 
through their parents being too busy with 
outside matters and neglecting those of 
1 the home.
